At one time, it looked as if General Peel was about to decline in 
favouritism, for, at the early mustering upon the Knavesmire, 6 to 1 was 
offered agst him over and over again, but directly Mr, Steel put in an appear- 
ance, and the offers were renewed, tho Sheffielder snapped them up, One after 
another, in ponies, fifties, and, eventually, in monkeys, which caused a host of 
others to follow suit. Since his return to Middleham, the Two Thousand 
winner has dons no great amount of work, which the general public who 
have supported him do not like; but they may rely upon it the horse is in too 
good hands for any beneficial requirement to be overlooked, Thore is no doubt 
that General Peel is a great horse, and he did a wonderfal thing in pulling off 
the Rowley Mile contest, as provious to First Flight’s accident he was never 
intended for that, being in reserve for the Derby; hence his work for the Two 
Thousand was hurried, and the colt was not within half a stone of what he 
assuredly will be on the Derby Day. Tho last bet we saw booked at York on 
Wednesday, was 1,500 to 200 about Scottish Chief, and we are assured, upon 
reliable authority, that he has completely prostrated all Mat Dawson's elder 
horses with hard work. Still, Mr. Marry does not appear so sanguine about 
‘him as he did over Buckstone, Thormanby, Dundes, and Co., which is rather 
ominous to the superstitious portion of the racing community. Cambuscan's 
friends are standing out for a point or two more than is offered by the leading 
bookmakers—8 tol; he is reported to be doing satisfactory work, and yet we 
have noted fair, long odds, pencilled about his breaking down. They ramonred 
all manner of things about Loed Clifden this time last year; and yet he only 
lost the Derby by ahead, and had his revenge in the Leger. Birch Broom 
continues exceedingly quiet, but we expect his friends will make a sensational 
demonstration about him at Bath next week, where a “ something” else 
is sure to come or be knocked out. The Bath waters suit but very fow of thre 
Derby favourites, A reaction in favour of Coast Guard has been manifested, 
but John Osborne's partisans have frequently backed his old companion, Prince 
Arthur, against him for places; even last Wednesday, on the Knavesmire, this 
was dene to £200 by a very clever Asbgill follower. Indeed, it is no secret 
that Osborne does not repent having parted with Coast Guard, for Prince 
Arthur has wonderfully improved, and the work he has done with Fanfaron, 
Honest John, and Little Stag, coupled with the recently publicly-tried form of 
the latter, buoys the stable up with fond hopes of having at length got the Blue 
Riband within their grasp, Mr. Ten Broeck and George Fordbam openly avow 
that the ‘wo Thousand running between Gencral Peel and Paris will be re- 
versed; and Historian’s supporters are confident of turning the tables upon 
Lord Glasgow's horse, likewise; consequently, with so many horses backed, 
and a plethora of conflicting opinions, the Derby of 1864 is quite an interest. 
ingly-mysterious one. There was no moyement in favour of Baragah in his 
native county, where Blair Athol again receded to 25 to 1; and Forager's party 
were standing out for 40's to 1, though they seem equally sanguine about the

will, tho horse is sure to see a much shorter price for the Surrey tussle than ha 
isatnow, Me has nothing but Copenhagen to bow! over, and, if tho Danebury 
stable tried their pet right prior to the ‘Two Thousand, that is more easily said 
than done. Unless there is something exceedingly good among the non-per- 
formers, Texxysox and Frrpay wlll have the T.Y.0. Biennial to themselves, 
Tom Foor will take an immensity of beating for the Trial Stukes, and if he 
should be bowled over, it will be by Suburban, Ag to the Somersetshiro Stakes 
issue, Wo cannot but fancy that

AND BIFFIN. ; 
‘Tam true lovers of aquatics will not be stalled off whenever anvihing 
ot interest is to take placein their favourite sport, for the weather on 
Monday was such as to deter everything but ser and tho admirers 
of the ‘jolly young watermen” from stirring abroad, except actually 
compelled to do so. Despite the drawback in the elements, there was a 
stroug muster to witness the match between Frank Kilsby, of Lambeth, 
and John Biffen, of Hammersmith, to row over the usual metropolitan 
vourse, from the Aqueduct at Putney to the Ship at Mortlake, the 
atakes being £50 a side. As they had contended once together pre- 
viously, on which occasion Biffen proved the better man, there was a 
g00d deal of speculation on the issue, the Hammersmith hero having a 
dovided call in the betting, as much as 5 and 6 to 4 being invested on 
Biffen a few days before the race. Both have proved themselves good 
scullors in the various regattas which annually come off on Old Father 
‘Thames, and therefore their previous doings may not. be uninteresting 
to our readers. Frank Kilsby hails from. Lambeth, is within a tick of 
5ft 7jin, 22 years old, and his exact weight on Monday was 10st 4’b, In 
three matches with Spencer he proved victorious evory time, caused B. 
May to succumb, and has also vanquished Wise of Hammersmith. He 
has only suffered defeat once, when he met his present opponent on 
the 5th of May, 1863.. On Monday last his condition was faultless, 
proving the care that had been taken and the excellence of his training 
quarters, at the noted Harry Salter’s, the Feathers at Wandsworth, 
under the judicious mentorship of Horace’ Cole, Thero is a great 
disparity in the size of the two, for John Biffen stands full 5ft 11}in, 
weighed on Monday 11st 2lb, and was born at Hammersmith on the 
6th of Mareh, 1844, consequently being Kilby’s junior by three years, 
His only match was with Kilby, whom he dofoatet as above stated ; 
for the present engagement he trained at Hammersmith, and, like his 
opponent, was in fitness all his frionds could desire. The partisans of 
the mon had chartered the stexmboat Citizen N Captain Hawkins, to 
aceompany the race, and as the time approached for the match, bettin 
became very brisk at 7 to 4 on Biffon, which odds were increased to 
to 1 by the time the steamer had arrived at Putney, on the presumed 
fact that tho Hammersmith man had performed somethin truly 
wonderful in his trials, Many, however, who had intended in the first 
instance to invest on the favourite, were tempted by tho odds to veer 
yound and back Kilsby, and thus landed a good stake in consequence, 
Fortunately the evening turned out more favourable in the weather than 
had been anticipated, asthe wind dropped, and the water became 
smooth. Mi. C, Newnham acted as the referee; Mr. Williams, of 
Kew, was umpire for Biffen; and Marry Salter performed a like office 
for Kilsby. Jack Phelps, of Fulham, showed Biffen the way in an 
eight-oared cutter; while Kilsby’s brother John took up Frank in an 
eight, having for its eoxawain Bob Bains. Biffen’s banner was a blue 
handkerehicl, with a white cross bar; Kilsby’s a violet and white 
border, seareoly dissimilar in appearance. The Hammersmith man first 
pat in an appearance, ‘and had to wait some time for Master Frank; 
both, however, wero loudly cheered as they took their stations, and 
Kilsby, having won the toss, choose the Pulham side, when, after drift-

If anything, Biffon For the quickest to work, and, for two or three 
strokes, put the nose of his boat in front, but scarce y by more than a 
yard, when Kilsby went right meanfully to his task; in ‘a few seconds 
was even with his man, and almost immediately afterwards showed the 
siem of his craft in advance. Even thus early the most desperate 
struggle began in real earnest, as if already the turning point of the 
contest ted arrived. Gallantly did Biffen strive to hold ng ow: but, 
despite his game efforts and splendid rowing, Frank was half his boat 
in front when opposite the Starand Garter; fad inaredeed his advantage 
to a good len sth at BSimmons’s, and. was rowing in beautiful atyle, As 
they approached Bishop's Creek, Biffen mmdo a fine spurt, and came up 
to Kits by’s quarter, although it was, no doubt, in consequence of the 
latter having ‘teased off” the steam to take a breather. Be that as it 
may, DBiffen’s party were again ‘up in the stirrups” on their man, and 
laid evons on their pet's winning, Their hopes were, however, soon 
proved to be delusiye, for Frank, after his rest had accomplished its 
object, again went to work with a will, and, before half-way up the 
Willows, was quite clear of his opponent by a couple of yards or more. 
As if by a preconcerted signal, and before they had reached the Point, 
they both simultaneously crossed over for tho Surrey side of the river, 
with no alteration in the relative positions of either. Before they were 
half-way over, the wind, which was now blowing rather stifily from 
the North, made the work more heavy for the right hand, which seemed 
to be no hindrance to Kilsby, for he had again increased his advan- 
tage to nearly a length clear, when they had reached the Dun 
Wharf, apparently as fresh as when he started; at the Crab Treo both 
were in the direct course on the Surrey side, Frank in front by a length 
and a half, the time occupied up to this point of the race being eight 
or ten seconds mnder eight minutes, a proof of the excellent nature of 
the contest going on. Before passing the Soap Works-point Biffen was 
in diffleulties, apparently much distressed, while Kilsby showed not the 
plightest symptoms. of fatigue, and was still roing in prime style, his 
vowing being 4 perfect picture. ‘The time upto Fast rarpetehy bir hfe was 
40 min 44 sec, under which edifice the Lambeth man went nearly three 
Jengths ahead, and from houce the struggle may bo said to have boon 
over, Tho game Hammersmith lad here tried hard to turn the tide of 
fortune which had set in so strongly against him, as ever and anon he 
spurted most gallantly, Nothing, however, could deprive Kilsby of 
wiotory but an accident, as he met the renewed efforts o Biffen at Chis- 
wick Ait hy a corresponding dash ; even increased his pace, and further 
avidened the gap between them. We iro sorry here to have to mention 
the unsportsman-like conduct on the part of those in charge of the 
Jupitertug, who, when Kilsby, at Corney Point, full ten lengths abead, 
and rowing easily, steamed past him in a disreputable manner, giving 
his boat the full foree of the swell, and even actually cased u Netors 
him, keeping only a few yards ahead of hia frail outrigger. Of course 
this foreed Kilsby to row with great caution, put him out of his stroke, 
which Biffen took adyantage of, and, at one time, came'within four 
lengths of the leading man, after they had crossed to the bathing-place. 
Barnes-bridgo was reached in 22 min, 10 sec., and now Frank took it 
so easily that Biffen gradually crept UP, and was nearly on his quarter 
at the Mortlake Brewery. Amidst loud cheors, however, Kilsby again 
dashed off, and shot past the winning boat, opposite the oe &@ good 
length in front, having Rorapleree the whole distance in 26 min. 16 Hec., 
with scareely any tid’. Both were cordially greeted when they boarded 
the steamer, and Kilsby collected a good sum to soften the regret of his 
game and defeated, but not disgraced, ppponent . The following is an 
Official description of the boats used on the occasion ~-Kilsby rowed in 
x new one built by Jewett, of Dunstan, her dimeasions being, in length, 
BStt. din, ; depth at stern, 4in.; width inside of seat, 10jin.; width of 
outrigger, 4ft.

OUR ILLUSTRATIONS. 


By the kind permission of Messrs, M‘Lean and Haes, Hay- 
market, we are enabled ‘o present our readers this week with a 
faithful portrait of E. M. Grace, Esq,, one of England's champions 
for cricketing honours in Australia, Mr, Graco is anativo of Glou- 
cestershire, and is one of a family that can send four of its mem- 
bers to sustain the honours of their county. As a local playor this 
gentleman had acquired some renown before he became the “lion” 
of the M.C.C, He is a young man in the primo of life, and loves 
the game of cricket with the ardent enthusiasm of a yotary. His 
performances as a gentleman player may be ranked in the highest 
class, and to give them in detail would require a much greater 
space than we, with the present press of matter upon our columns, 
can afford to give. We must, therefore, content ourselves with 
summarising the last four years. In 1860 Mr. Grace obtained 
1;872 runs; in 1861, 1,747; in 1862, 2,190; and in 1863, 3,074, 
Of long scores, in 1862 he placed on the paper for the South Wales 
Club the respectable number of 118 runs, and for Marylebone 
against the Gentlomen of Kent (mot out) 192. In this match Mr, 
Graco was objected to by some of the Gentlemen of Kent, but as 
the hon. secretary's consent had been obtained the preceding even- 
ing, the objection fell to the ground, and Mr, Grace went in first, 
saw the ten wickets fall, and came out with his bat. In his bowling 
he was equally effective, taking all the wickets of Kent in the 
second innings, thus entitling himself to the double honours of bat 
and ball, which were duly presented to him by Earl Sefton and the 
Hon, 8. Ponsonby, In 18638 he proved still more successful, having 
played 87 innings with 9 “not outs,” and scoring six triple figures— 
168, 108, 182, 129, 145, and 112; in bowling he obtained for the 
year no less than 335 wickets. To the Marylebone Club Mr, Grace 
is a valuable acquisition, and- both as a batsman and a bowler: must 
claim a place among the very first. Without depreciating the 
talents of such men'as Hayward, Carpenter, Caffyn, &c., it cannot 
bo denied but that Mr. Grace is one of England's most brilliant 
players. Criticise him as we may—pick out (what all players have) 
his little peculiarities—it still must be admitted that he is a won- 
derfully steady bat, and a very severe hitter when the bowling is 
favourable for “slashers.” He has the sight of an eagle and a 
nerve that scorns the sharpest balls. Asa bowler ho is accom- 
modating, can give the fast round arm, or tease with the ‘ gentle 
slows,” and at al) points of the gamo is a porfect cricketer. Hoe has 
not been so successful in Australia as Hayward, Carpenter, and 
Caffyn, but he ranks fourth with 160 runs for his five matches, and 
wo have no doubt when the Australian matches are over Mr, Grace 
will aatisfy his countrymen with his “contribution” to the general 
result.

Tarrant, George Parr, FE, M. Grace, Msq., Robert Carpenter, George 
Anderson, and William Caffyn on the top row (commencing on the 
left hand of the picturo), and of Robert C. Tinley, ‘Thos.

“immortalised” themselves at the Antipodes, and our artist has 
done full justice to his task. 

John Philip Kemble, the eminent tragedian, was born at Prescot, 
in Lancashire, on the 10th February, 1757. At the time of his 
birth his fathor, Mr. Roger Kemble, was the manager of a company 
of comedians who had a regular routine of performances in that 
and the neighbouring counties. The subject of our illustration 
received the early principles of education in the Roman Catholic 
Seminary at Sedgley-park, Stafford, where he gave early proofs of 
an extraordinaey taste for literature. On this account he was sent 
by his father to the University of Douay, in the year 1770, with 
the intention of qualifying him for one of the learned professions, 
During a residonce there his elocutionary powers developed thom- 
selyes ina very unusual degree, particularly in recitations from the 
works of Shakespeare. Having finished his career of juvenile 
studies, he returned to England, and having a decided preference 
for the stage, he made his appearance in Chamberlain's company 
at Wolverhampton 1n the character of Theodosius in the “Force of 
Love,” with tolerable success. This may be considered his actual 
debut, although he had at so early a period as ten years old played 
in his father’s company at Worcester (with his sister, Mrs, Siddons) 
the part of the Duke of Yorkin the tragedy of “King Charles the 
First.” His second appoarance was at Wolverhampton in the part of 
Bajazet, in which he gave more promise of these decided extra- 
ordinary talents which subsequently raised him to unrivalled 
eminence. ‘There is no doubt but that Coriolanus was decidedly his 
best character, but its merits had a much firmer foundation than 
natural assimilation, They wero the fruits of a highly cultivated 
classical taste. He had inhaled from the pages of the ancient poets 
and historians the lofty inspirations of Roman dignity, and iden- 
tifying himself in imagination with the hero Corioli, he wholl 
abandoned the consciousness of his actual self, and thought, locked, 
and breathed the scornful conqueror, the rejected consul, or relent- 
ing patriot of Roman origin and patrician blood. Upon the retire- 
ment of Mr. J. P, Kemble from tho stage in 1817, a dinner was 
given to that gentleman at which a piece of plate was presented 
to him; and as the answer to the invitation to the banquet may be

NEwoastLE-vPON-Tyne.-—This noble pastime is progressing remark- 
ably in the district. Within our remembrance, and up to a very recent 
date, the sport was rarely resorted to as an amusement, necessarily 
the worth of a valuable recreation, was treated with wonderment and 
ambiguity. The last few seasons, however, attributable mainly to the

A GOSSIP ON GARDEN GAMES, 


(From Lonpon Soorrty.) 


CHAPTHR [ 
QUOITS, 

Wurar can I do with this bit of land? The gentleman who put this 
gt a to me. surveyed this said ‘bit of land’ with a look of dudgeon. 
‘'o be candid, it was not much to look ‘at, and the speaker was fresh 
from the bowery orchards and green slopes of woody Warwickshire. 
U pon his removal to the metropolis he had applied to me to recommend 
a nice quict locality, where he. would be too far removed from Fleet- 
street to hear the roar of the wheels, too far from the river to have the 
worst of the fogs; and where he might make an effort to keep up 
country associations, I directed him to one of my own favourite 
quarters, and the advice was—TI mention it as a very rare circumstance 
accepted, Having thns stood sponsor for the locality, I presume he 
considered he had aright to expect me to tell him what he might do 
with the little strip of land at the back of his house. T had, unfortu- 
nately, just congratulated him upon the situation. This added some- 
thing to the severity of tone he adopted in putting the qnestion. 

T had called it a garden. He had laughed at the supposition. We 
were standing on the steps at the back of the house. Houses, and espe- 
cially suburban ‘houses, are deceptive, Their exteriors are cream- 
coloured, and look unconscious of the existence of common. bricks— 
that is, at front; but go to the back, and behold what I saw, standing 
on my friend's steps—black, dingy bricks all round; for the back of 
one row of houygs looks toward the back of another; and 
though they aro smooth and respectable, like some people T 
know, on tho outside, there isa reverse to the picture, and, as regards 
the houses, it would be horribly dull wore it not that here and thore a 
pretty human faco or two lights up the seené from some adjacent 
window, — Odious chimney-stacks, cobwebby rain-water butts, and 
that sort of thing, formed the chief features in the “houso- 
scape” that I looked upon. The bit of land itgelf was broken up in 
every conceivable way. There was a fragment of a line-prop. that 
had seen better days lying in one place ; by the ‘wall, in tho last stage 
of natural decay, were some ragged, withered stalks of last year’s 
chrysanthomums. In the centro a pond had apparently. been con- 
structed for fish acclimatisation purposes, but abandoned, and partially 
filled up with rubbish, 'a passion for flowers having usurped the place 
of the piscicultural scheme. This, too, had ‘evidently er of short 
duration, for only one-third of the ground had been laid out in 
arterres, Some long rank grass, a piece of clothes-line, full of knots, 
magments of. broken crockery, and bits of toys from which the rain 
had washed the paint, were strewn about the bit of land, What could 
he do with it? I playfully suggested that he should make of the 
wilderness a miniature Chatsworth, pointing out the advantage of the 
already made pond for the site of the fountain, and how he should 
mike the flower-beds; lay out the kitchen garden, and build beautiful 
grottoes, : 

The reader will have been all this time wondering what this can 
have to do with a chapter on an ancient English game which does not 
appear to be intimately connected with a modern garden at the back of 
a London house. I hope, however, to show him that the two things 
may bo connected with much profit and pleasure, By turning the 
little strip of land, 27 yards by 8, into a quoit-ground my friend has 
succeeded in making it of great use. Most suburban houses have such 
a strip of land, in. most cases lying Waste, or growing a few flowers, or 
doing duty as a play-place for the children. Without interfering with 
the flowers, either human or botanical, to any great extent, gentlemen 
may find in such a garden room for a very Interesting classical game, 
which calls for the exercise of considerable skill. The game is quoits, 
The dimensions will be ample, and the game is charming. Any 
reader of this is at liberty to adopt the suggestion, and return me a 
letter of thanks through the editor. That he may the better bo able 
to do so, I shall proceed to describe how the ground is made—I mean 
a good ground, on which it will be pleasant to play; for it: is quite 
ie play quoits without taking any preliminary trouble in pre- 
aring: it. 

Having furnished my friend quite unex 
answer to his question, he set about reduc 
sort of order: Then he made two 


pectedly with a satisfactory 
ng the wilderness to some 
D ‘ “tends,” eighteen yards apart ina 
direct line. Twelve inches of soil having been removed for a circle of 
one yard from the pin, a Jayer. of. fine ashes was put in, and. then a 
brickmaker—in suburban regions how plentiful they are, hanging, as 
it were, upon the skirts of. civilisation—was taken into. confidence and 
set to work. We filled it. up with the finest clay procurable, treading 
it in, and raising it slightly above ‘the level of the ground, with an 
incline of three or four inches toward the back. The two ends” 
having been made, and scattered over the sawdust, turf was laid dewn, 
Hlower-beds planned by the side of the walks, and in the space between 
the two ends; the only prohibition required is that there shall be no 
shrub in the line of sight between the stakes, 

The modern system of quoit-playing is infinitely superior to that 
adopted by the Greeks and Riana (it was one of ‘the five classical 
games) or in remote times among the Britons. They used a large 
circular piece of iron, which was solid; and their object was to throw 
it, a8 far as possible. Wo have applicd science to this, as to all our 
games, and it is no longer a mere test of strength, but one of skill, 
requiring accurate eekte see and a perfect control of the muscles of the 
arm. Ag an exercise it hag but one defect: that is, its one-sidedness + 
all the education, museularly speaking, is imparted: to one arm—the 
right. This is, physically, as injurious as it would be, intellectually, 
to cram a child with geography, and leave’all other knowledge to take 
its chance, It is thé same with all kinds of bowling, with fencing, 
and with singlo-stick, The right arm does all the work, and the left 
languishes for want of use. Setting this’ on one side, it is a capital 
exercise, and a splendid chost expander, without, being too exhaustive : 

it is, in fact, justthe game for a garden during half an hour of leisure, 

Our plan being to throw at a mark, a ground ot unlimited length is 
not required. s It is frequently played at various distances. Fifteen 
yards is the minimum, and thirty yards the maximum length ; Hi rhitderi 
yards is the most pleasant distance at which to. throw : or, if rs vente 
light quoit is used, the distance may be increased to twenty-one Suck 
a ground as that is accessible to hundreds of London men whose ocel~ 
pations make it very desirable, and whose tastes lead them to desire ani 
agreeable out-door recreation. This is just adapted to supply ‘the 
hiatus. Only two players are es joa no preparation, and tee as 
little paraphornalia. A. couple of. pairs of quoits, two players—father 
and son, or brother and brother—of about equal skill, a pleasant spring 
day, and good-bye to dull care! For what. other gume can I say as 
much? Croquet is very ‘slow’ when but two players are en aged in 
it, cricket impossible, football out of the question, and bowls rather 
tedious—unless it is bowling at the Jack, which demands a much 
larger ground. Quoits has none of these defects. Tt is lively, too: 
conversation, cigars, and jokes are quite compatible with it. Acdidents 
are well-nigh impossible; they can only result from great carolessness. 
1 have known the ladies busy about the flower-beds while the gentle- 

“men have been throwing the quoits many a pleasant spring evening, 

The weight and size of the quoit is a matter of individual taste, A 
glance at the windows of the ironmongers in the Strand ard Oxford= 
street will suffies to show how great the difference is. Our primitive 
qioita were simply worh-out horse-shoes, and our modern disc is only 
« development: of that. It is made sometimes of steol, sometimes of 
brass, but moro commonly of iron, Players of gee strength will 
sometimes have a preference for quoits, in the pair of which thera is as 
much as three or four pounds weight difference. ‘Tho north countr 
mon are great lovers of the game, and many play with a quoit which 
has not maplly been called a ‘young mill-wheel.”” These may be suited 
for men who habitually harden’ their muscles by wrestling matches and 
their daily labour.“ Llike my athlotics a little diluted, and find a pair 
of quoits that weigh five pounds sufficiently heavy. Having once 
decided at what distance the stakes shall be pitched, and what weight 
your quoits shall be, it will. be well not. ta “experimentalise ” with 
others you wish to attain great precision, Still the best general 
displa of skill is that made bya player who can’ change his quoits and 
distance anc still throw close to the vin,” 

Quoits, like en yebing else in these days of competitive examinations, 
are very beautifully made, smooth, true, and polished, They should 
be slightly hollow on the under side, and corresponding] concave on 
the upper. Thiek on the inside, they ‘taper down to a aetintts edge 
which is sharp. Iron ones are very objectionable. because the rust ents 
into thom very apeadily, and then thivy injure the finger-tips and 
become disagreeable to use, If due care is taken with steel ones ‘but it 
very seldom is) they will vetuin their smooth surface and polish, and 
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the pleasure of the game will be much enhanced. If the steel is of 
a good “temper” it will not casily chip, and will not burr at all. With 
brass ones every stone struck in the descent throws up a great burr, and 
soon spoils them, . The greatest injury to quoits occurs when one de- 
scends upon another already fast in the ground. The better'the players 
the more liable is* this to occur, as all the quoits are grouped round the 
stake. If this happens near the little notch where the forefinger is 
placed in throwing it does very serious damage. 

Having come thus far, and been absolutely practically (practical writ- 
ing on pastimes is generally dull, and I am afraid this is no exceptional 
case), let me suppose that you and I have lit our cigars, that it isa 
pleasant spring afternoon, and we want an appetite for dinner. Quoits 
in hand, we will enter that “ bitof land” concerning which I spoke just 
now. The gardener has watered the clay, smoothed it down since we 
last played, and scattered some sawdust over the “ends.” At the two 
extremities of the grass, which is bright as emerald, they look like two 
pats of butter nicely balanced on the edges of a green plate. In the 
centre of each pat, to carry on the illustration, is a thin piece of—but 
to tell what it is a thin piece of a closer inspection has to be made. Of 
one thing we can be certain, even at a distance—viz., that it is not an 
iron pin such as quoit-players, apparently with the sole design of 
spoiling their quoits, and thus make the !business of manufacturing a 
good one, used to favour. 

On a nearer scrutiny of this thin something it turns out to be an 
ordinary piece of electric wire, encased in gutta percha and painted 
bright red. It is split at the top, and a piece of cardboard is inserted. 
It stands about five inches out of the ground, at an angle of 45 deg. 
towards the other end. Wo shall see the reason why it is not perpen- 
dicular when the game begins. ‘This description of peg” is peculiar 
to my quoit-ground and those of my friends. It is the best I have ever 
used, ‘The iron ones break the quoit edges; the wood ones, when 
struck, send a well-aimed quoit bowling away from the stake ; a feather 
is too light, and easily displaced; but this, when struck, gives way, 
and recovers i's position again with the most obliging promptitude and 
accuracy, whereas a wooden or metal pog gets dented into the ground, 
and, as it must not be touched until the admeasurements have been 
taken, gives an advantage to the overthrows, and places the short quoits 
at a corresponding disadvantage. Failing this, a swan’s or. raven’s 
feather is, perhaps, the best stake, but they havea most awkward knack— 
from old association, I suppose—of jumping out of the ground and 
trying to fly at every third or fourth throw. The gutta percha can be 
rue to any length, and thrust deep enough to prevent the possibility of 
this. 

Planting the right foot by the stake, keeping it to the outside, the 
game begins, There is no running or vali up to the place from 
which the throw is made. Such a proceeding would render a true 
throw of very rare occurrence. The quoit is held in the right hand, 
balanced by the left, and raised, asa rifleman raises his rifle, until the 
edge just covers the tip of the stake. There is a moment's pause and 
poise, during which tho brain and eye are carrying their commands to 
the muscles, Swing! Tho quoit is swung Lantana then forward 
again rapidly, and there it goes on its course. Loosed when 
the arm was nearly horizontal, and made to spin by a_ twist 
of the wrist and the drawing away of the fingors, its flight is 
beautifully true. It does not describe a perfect arc. For about two- 
thirds the length of the ground it makes a gradual ascent, and at 
its highest point the height very nearly agrees with the distance: that 
is, in a throw of eighteen yards it is, at twelve yards’ distance, about 
that height in tho air, or rather less. Players differ on this point, some 
maintaining that the highest point in the trajectory should be at mid- 
distance, It isa mistake, as the commonest application of scientific 
principles would show. _ In such a throw tho wodge” is not sufticient 
to insure its being a “stickér.’ Its descent would be such that it will 
enter the ground at right angles to the two stakes, and.at angle of about 
45 deg. he stake is planted so as to meet this position and allow a 


“perfectly true throw to leave the quoit a “ringer,” which counts double. 


With proper rules there is no such thing as chance in the game. 
Unfortunately rules of any kind are almost entirely unknown. The 
one or two simple ones that are needed have yet to be made. I never 
saw but one set in print. Thoy wero very extraordinary—ospecially 
the rule which imposed a fine of sixpence or threepence for the use, or 
rather mia-use, of certain words; and as the duty of judging of the 
enormity of. tha offence and the fine to, be inflicted was to be referred to 
the members present at the time, the intervals between iowiog might 
possibly have been enlivened by a spirited philological discussion. It 
must not be inferred from this that quoita is a game belonging to a not 
too respectable class of people. Jt has been a favourite game, at one 
time or another, with almost every class.. At present it belongs almost 
exclusively to gentlemen and county matches, and great public games 
are very seldon heard of, though there are districts in which it is much 

layed for wagers. ‘I'he quoit-ground is generally at the bottom of the 
awn, or attached to the subscription bowling-green, 

Perhaps I may be allowed, in the absence of other authority, to indi- 
cate what the rules should be. First of all in importance is the law 
that no quoit which does not stick in the ground should count, unless it 
1s prevented by striking another quoit. ‘This rulo is not acknowledged 
generally, I know. If it were, it would deal with all sorts of un - 
skilful throws; for it may be depended upon that there is something 
radically wrong when, if the ground is in proper condition, a quoit 
bounces out and rolls away. ‘Rollers,”and “flo pers,” and, ina lesser 
degree,  wabblers ” all do this, and they are unskilful. A “flopper ” is 
very ugly. The dise being loosed at an improper altitude, before the 
edge points sufficiently upwards, it flies toa great height, and comes down 
quite flat. The force of the concussion, whon it reaches the ground, 
threwa it up again, and it may leap close to the stake. If the concavo 
side is downwards it will not count, but if it is uppermost it will, and 
very often does so, to the prejudice of quoits thrown much more cor- 
rectly and nearer. Ought it to count at all? Certainly not; for, from 
first to last, it was an offence Aeetnst all the rules of art. On “lively” 
ground, 1s the cricketers say, have seen a quoit so thrown jump five 
or six yards. ‘To insist upon counting such a quoit is to me a sure 
evidence of an. indifferent player, 

The “roller” is also defective, but not so bad. The properly thrown 
quoit majntains its parallel the whole distance: but if, in tho act of 
loosing it, it is turned to the left or right—that is, one sido raised higher 
than the other—it will strike the ground in that position and will then 
bounce out and roll spirally, very often ending by settling down close 
to the stake. ‘Therule in this case evidently ought to be to take the 
quoit to the place where it struck the ground, place it in the cut made, 
and pressing the lip down, let it be measured therefrom—that is the 
only equitable law. The same law would mect all cases where the 
Betond is too hard for the dise to enter deep enough to be held. In 
such a case I always throw well over the stake, because it leaps out, 
and when the leap is from the hack of the stake, it is a positive gain, 
while from the front it isan equally positive loga, 


Tho “wabbler” is often a better-thrown quoit than the “roller,” yet 
it is far less graceful to watch. It generally makes a sadly erratic 
course, but often comes to a good ending neverthelosgs. Having this 
article and this very paragraph in view, I endeavoured, the last timo I 
played quoits, to throw a ‘‘wabblor,” in order to ascertain the cause. I 
ound it difficult, gave it up in despair, and went on with the game. The 
very best players sometimes throw “ wabblers,” They look shocking, 
like an unsteady pigeon—a “tumbler,” that wants to make asummer-

Or have you an un- 
pleasant reminiscence on the os frontis, or about. the collar-bone, of his 
balking at “a stone ferice,” something more solid than the one which 
you have been taking; any fine morning these twenty years past, by 
Way of a nerver?” Well, well, all in good time; you'll see how the 
thing is done soon; and then you can try your hand again, 

My description of the term “handicapping,” id est, adjudication of 


weights, and its adaptation to a large portion of English racing, is 


doubtless familiar to the reader. This same system, found to work so 
well in flat races, by bringing horses of all ages and degrees of ex- 
cellence to a comparative equality, has of late years been applied, with 
corresponding benefit, to steeple chasing. Weight will tell, and you 
can weigh a horse to anything, perhaps even with greater facility in the 


‘hunting field than over the race-track; for the simple reason, that an 


extra pound or two becomes more of a steadier, when carried across the 
country, than on the level surface of the race-course. Formerly, steeple 
Chases were ridden at “catch-weights”—namely, those at which the 
OWners of the different horses, or their jockeys, could conveniently 
ride; but in course of time, as the sports became more widely spread, and 
’clontifically followed, and the prizes increased in amount to an equality 
with those of the legitimate Turt, it was found necessary to adopt some 
method of precluding horses of unusual excellence from carrying off 
all the difforent stakes of a season. Henco the adoption of the handicap,

Train after train, in quick succession, is dumping its human load, 
collected from all parts of the kingdom.

Look at the man first; he seems brimful ef con- 
fidence: Now takestock of the horse—there’s bone, sinews, and 
propelling power fer you! but see where the firing-irons have- been 
applied, as well where many an ugly scar tells of the treacherous 
hedge-stake, or {an awkward tumble at fence or wall. That horse 
hea teat comparatively knocked all to pieces time and again, yet you 
see he bears his sears like a hero, and looks fresh a8 new paint and as 
gay asalark. There’s Elmore's British Yeoman, with Mr. Beville 
up; horse and rider, both A 1. Next comes the half-bred Standard 
Guard, and that brown gelding on his off-side is the brave old Wolver- 
hampton. Yon little knot of knowing ones are scrutinising Mathew, 
another gelding of Hibernian birth, and last year's victor, when he 
carried off the prize with eighteen pounds Jess on his back than he will 
have to-day. Ho is own brother to Harlequin, by Vestris. This is 
Pioneer, the winner in 1846, whom that erratic acting baronet Sir 
William Don, then flush of money, purchased for 5,000 dollars, and 
soon running through his fortune, large as it was, found it necessary to 
sell again.

Now the lot take their preliminary canter of inspection in front of 
tho stand, and follow Mr. Hibburd, the starter, who, flag in hand, leads 
them to the inclosure. After one false attempt they're off. Look at 

our watch, and then keep your eyes sharp on the field). Ashbury Lass 
is off with the lead, attended by Standard Guard, Saucepan, Switcher, 
and Naworth; Mathew heading the ruck of horses that come thunder- 
ing close behind. At the first bank down goes old Pioneer; now look 
out for the water-jump. There go Switcher, Sparta, and Sophia, all 
down together. Lords and commoners kissing Mother Earth in com- 
pany, and creating no end of confusion among the rearward horses. 
Ashbury Lass now resigns the lead to Standard Guard, who, followed by 
The Curate, Wolverhampton, Mathew, and Jerry, put on the steam 
over the ploughed land; Chandler and others being in hot pursuit; 
Strathmore up again on his Switcher, bringing up the rear. At the 
bank by the canal, down'goes Khondooz likealump of lead—his chance 
isout—the rest go on; leap after leap is taken with precision, And 
see! now they come like ‘a’ charge of cavalry, to that, ugly artificial 
water-jump in front of the stand. See, Saucepan is first over, taking 
‘it flying, followed by Wolverhampton, Chandler, The Yeoman, The 
Curate, Mathew, The Sailor, and the rest; not one makes a mistake, 

Now, tell me, did you ever sco a prettier sight than that?,that’s clean 
jumping, if you will. The first two miles is over, and away they go 
for the remaining two. “As they round the top of the course, Pioneer 
is pulled up dead lame, and Blue Pill breaks down; others exhibit 
symptoms of having had enough; thé field is thinning fast. Yon chest- 
nut, taking the fences like a buck, is The Sailor, his magnificent con- 
dition evincing the excellence of John Seott's training. He looks like 
winning, too, for he foes easily within himself. Ah! sce, he misses 
the great bank and ditch leap, slips, rolls over, and, alas! will never 
rise again—his leg is broken. Now, come they to the flag which marks 
the turn for home, Who leads? Standard Guard, who takes Beocher's 
brook asif it ’twere a Broadway gutter, followed. by The Curate, Sir 
Arthur, and The Yeoman, whilst. behind them come Wolverhampton, 
Chandler, Jerry, Saucepan, Ashbtiry Lass, and Mathew. From these 
now pick the winner. Tho rest are, as Paddy says, “nowhere.” Crash 
go the lot through that fence, backed by timber, when down goes 
Wolverhampton, 4 purler—his chance is gone. ‘The last great leap 
is cleared.

What think you of that for a four-mile race across the 
country? Mark the time, 10min" 53sec. Pretty good, con- 
sidering itis, like J ordan, a particularly “hard road to travel.” 

Now, friend, what think you of a Liverpool steeple chase? Won- 
derfully exciting sport. Yes; I guess it is. No other likeit. reckon 
not. Like to sce another right away? Knew you would; and one of 
those fine mornings we will take a turn down to Leamington, and

THE LATE AND FORTHCOMING DOG SHOWS. 


Tr the high-sounding titles of the “Second Annual ‘Grand 
National’ Exhibition of Sporting and other Dogs,” as applied to the 
late show at.Cremorne by its promoter, and the equally grandiloquent 
“Second ‘International Show’” to the one to take place at the Agri- 
cultural Hall at Islington, be allowed to signify half their meaning, 
why, then, we say that they become subjects for fair, impartial, but 
searching criticism. It is fortunate for Tue Ictustratep Srortina 
News that we are trammelled with no class interests, nor does our 
duty call upon us to go on one side or the other, but the straight path 
only is our road, to give praise where praise be due, and not hesitate to 
censure whenever and wherever censure be needed. If we do find 
fault with anything that may have occurred ina late dog show, it is 
solely that the remedy may be applied in the future. If these exhibi- 
tions are national, then they are national questions, and as national 
questions must be treated. It is not to be wondered at if foreigners 
consider us a strange people; and when, some years ago, the first public 
dog show ever held in this country took place at Birmingham, our 
neighbours in France were not a little amused, and heaped no little 
ridicule upon us, forgetting that they have an equally applicable term 
to our own hackneyed, “ Kvery man has his fancy,” in “ Chaeun a son 
gout,” which term they have carried out in a like manner, for 
they have not only had similar exhibitions in France, but also send 
their dogs to compete with our own, so we imagine this latter fact 
has caused the name of * International,” to be applied to the Islington 
gathering. <A retrospect applicable to our heading may not be out of 
place, It is as ‘ old as the hills ” that from very small causes great evonts 
are produced; and poor Charles Aistropp (the originator of “dog 
shows,” and owner of the celebrated dog Billy, who destroyed 100 rats 
in five minutes—a feat never equalled up to the present day) ould never 
have imagined when, many years ago, his weekly meetings of the “fancy” 
to show their pets and beauties, took place, that dog shows would 
assume the magnitude they have acquired in the present day. As 
before observed, Birmingham found the “ enterprising individual” and 
locale, for the first great gathering, which, from its very noyelty, proved 
a pecuniary success; it is not to be wondered at, therefore, that the 
metropolis should follow the example, and yet the petty jealousies of the 
London fancy let the opportunity pass away from them, and the first 
exhibition of the kind -here was brought about, and carried out suc- 
cessfully too, by a mere speculation, ‘Che “ fanciers,” so called—that is 
those who are supposed to be the ruling powers in the “ fancy,” who 
have shows weekly at their houses, are dog breeders, dog dealers, and 
settle the “ points, the properties,” and all those qualifications necessary 
for the faithful animal to be blessed with, to be of the true type 
of the various breeds they belong to—pooh-poohed the matter, Many 
refused to send their animals, and with knowing “shakes,” said it 
would not do. In 1860 the first show took place in the Holborn Horse 
Repository, and most of the fancy, knowing as they are, or as they 
“think they are,” which is much about the same thing in most matters, 
found out thar mistake, for the affair was a decided success, as our old 
and much esteemed friend, Jemmy Shaw, then predicted, so it came to 
pass. ‘“ Every man has his fancy,” said the Evergreen, and continued, 
“ T never yet knew a man that did not like his trusty friend, the dog ; 
you do as you like, I shall send mine, and dépend upon it, the public 
will also.” «And: tho public did act as‘the lord and master of the 
‘* Last of the Pendrells” prophesied they would act, Tho money rolled 
in, literally speaking, the exhibition was in one of our leading thorough- 
fares ; a second edition took place in the following year, with even in- 
creased success, so that extra prizes were awarded, liberal in the 
extreme, and the “fancy” of London discovered that dog shows were 
a profitable speculation; and could ‘be carried on without their 
assistance. ' 

The next great essay was at the Agricultural Hall, then only in the 
progress of erection, and again the knowing “ fancy” of London were 
nonplussed, for a speculator from Leeds, a bacon factor, or chandlers' 
shop keeper, We scarcely remember which, got up the affair. There 
was a novelty attached to this exhibition, never witnessed before in 
modern life in London, capecially on such occasions, whatever may 
have been in “ ancient times,”—a real pack of foxhounds, the very elité 
ofthe Badminton Kennels—his grace the Duke of Beaufort sending his 
fine hounds, to give eclét to the exhibition, The projector, or manager, 
or secretary, or whoever was supposed to be the head of affairs, 
eschewed altogether, and even seemed to repudiate, or ignore the 
London fancy, although the latter sent in an amount of “ toys,’ never 
equalled before. One hundred “ young men from the country,” were 
exclusively engaged, the dog washers, the dog trainers, and hangers-on 
at dog-fancy houses, were tabooed from employment, or deprived of 
what they considered their “ vested rights ;” the aristocracy drove up 
in their carriages, the Master of the Buckhounds came and saw. It 
appeared at the time that a great success had been achieved, and more 
especially it was thought, the most important of all, in a pecuniary point. 
of view. But such was not the fact. Itis true that the building was 
not finished, but it was crowded all the days it was open for the 
show; whether the “ young men from the country,” were | too 
extravagant, we know not, but many of the prizes were not paid at 
the time, if they ever have been since; and for dogs that were 61d, 
the owners did not receive the purchase-money at the time they 
ought to have done, even if they got it afterwards; and in the end the 
affair proved a disastrous failure to the “ projector.” Next came the 
improved management at Cremorne—in the hands of one who secms 
only to touch with his magic-wand and succeed, The Ashburnham 
Hall was used, but the entry of dogs was so large, even beyond what 
that immense space could accommodate, that, although it was a “real 
blaze of triumph” for the exchequer of the proprietor, many of the 
owners of the animals had cause to repent ever having sent their dogs 
there, Now we come to the recent exhibition | at the same place—the 
“ Second Annual Grand National Exhibition,” which was commenced 
as recently as the 18th of last month, and continued until the 23rd of 
April. Here all-had been improved upon ae only had the great hall 
been sét apart, but the large and ene en was brought into 
requisition for the “ toy Gopartmenes .. .bNE. ch ie notwithstanding 
everything was as near perfection as eons ‘i the “ Second Grand” was 
a failure to the proprietor, althoug vall tl ungs were promptly and 
honourably paid. With the exception of a few matters in detail, which 
we shall notice, not in any spirit of cavilling, but for the better guidance 
of such matters in future, the April meeting at Cremorne oy ght to have 
been suceesstul, but was not 80. 

We have been thus led to devote more space io what has passed than 
may appear necessary to many people, but the object in view is to point 
out what is wrong, so that improvement may follow, and the “manape- 
ment” of the “International” at the Agricultural Hall have the benetit 
of the experience which strict attention to the subject entitles to be 
tendered It has been fully proved that those things can be managed 
withoutt he “fancy,” or those who make the “ faney” a trade; but 
still their services are necessary under many circumstances. Wewould 
strongly advise therefore, the directors of the Islington show on no 
account to allowt hefmana gement of any department to be entrusted to 
those who are allowed to exhibit their own animals, At the first blush 
this may appear harsh, but the principal toy dogs, and the very best of 
them, too, are bred by working men in London, who on these occasions

Tae Wartrsuntior Hanprcar.—Sporting events of any notoriety between the 
Easter and the Whitsuntida holidays are of rare occurrence in this district, 
more especially in foot racing matters, and this season furnishes no exception 
to the general rule, The quietude, however, will be broken on Monday next, 
that day being Whit-Monday, and the day on which, perhaps, the most im- 
portant pedestrian handicap that ever took place commences. The handicap 
of which we speak is one distance 225 yda, and the magnificent sum of £50 is 
given to bo run for at Hyde-park. The promoters of the handicap aro Messrs. 

{eller and Boothroyd (proprietors), and of such a quality is the handicap con- 
sidered, that when we state that books to the amount of £2,000 are open, we 
are quite understating the amount to .be won. Such betting wo never re- 
member to. have seen with but ono exception (that being the mile handicap in 
which Charles Martin was successful, Kit Welton runuing well up, althouzh 
conceding 80 yds to the victor). The betting on the present handiaap was 
opencd with commissions from Lancashire parties, the first thres backed 
boing Rothwell, of Bury, 59 yds start; Collier, Bury, 59; and the evergreen 
Jem Hancock. During: the exceution of these commissions, J.. Brittain, of 
Hulme, 60; and Thomas Esholby, now of Sheffield, 61; were introduced, and 
backed for all the money thnt could be got on down to 8 to 1, each. C. Morton, 
Sheffield, 60, and Beeby, of Carlislo, 69, have also hosts of friends; whilst 
Anderson, of Alnwick, 59, has been backed by a select division to win’ over 
£1,000, Under theso circumstances, immense interest is excited, and.we hope 
the proceedings will come oif with that im partiality for which Hyde-park is 
remarkable. “As an afterptece, Messrs, Phoenix (proprietor of the: Queen's 
Hotel) and Alf Miner give £23 to be run for at the Queen's Tlotel Ground, 


to purchase, seeing the namo of the “manager” of the “ sporting 
dogs,” or the manager of the “dogs not used in field sports,” may 
apply to them for an opinion, and it is not to be believed, for it is even 
against human nature to consider, that the party applied to will. over- 
look his own animals, or those he may have an “ interest in the sale 
of.” This latter has beon much blamed to our knowledge by many 
amateur fanciers, who do not, nor would their avocation allow them to 
belong to the “ school,” 

In awarding prizes, algo, the-whole success of the affair depends 
upon who are tho advisers of the decisions, for there is some one 1n the 
back ground, or is supposed to be—perhaps a “man in the moon”— 
who sways the verdicts in a most unaccountable manner. It is but 
justice to say that rarely, if ever, any exception is taken to the rules 
Jaid down, and the prizes given in the sporting division, as we suppose, 
from the classes being more distinct and more easily defined; but in 
the division of dogs not used in field sports, we could point out, in the 
case of the late Ashburnham show,many instances in which it was beyond 
the ken of the most astute judge to give an opinion as to how such an 
unimal was the prize dog when thera were others vastly more entitled 
to the honour, We. have selected. out no less than twenty cases to 
which our remarks apply ; and in our next will give our own opinion 
cu relative merits, fortified as they shall be by the confirmed opinions 
of those who do know, and, better still, those who are totally unbiased in 
the matter, There is another thing we would suggest—that the cata- 
logue should not be used in certain cases to puff this animal or that 
animal, merely because some individual connected with the affair may 
have an interest in such puffs. In some instances it may be tolerated 
where something of interest may be added ‘to’ lighten the dry reading 
of a catalogue, by saying that such a noble dog, as in the Ashburnham 
list, saved the lives of several persons from drowning ; that in class 7 b, 
* Foreign Dogs not Named,” Mr. Lawrence's “ Pekin was bred by the 
Einperor of China: was got by Ching-foo, the favourite dog of his Celestial 
Majesty, who saved the life of Zobinska, one ofthe beauties of the 
harem, from drowning, price 200 guineas.” But we do protest against: 
a bull terrier “* Nell (with pup), not for competition, the property of one 
of the managers,” being described as the “ celebrated rat destroyer, that 
defeated the dog Jacko, killing 120 rats to Jacko's 100, and winning by 
twelve seconds. Piice £15. Pups £228, each.’ As a bit. of “ shop 
matter,” this may do if it will pass ; but the facts can be made to appear 
different, Jocko was fifteen years old at the time, thirteen years 
junior to Nejl, the “ celebrated,” and full Tbs. lighter. Jemmy Shaw 
can well afford to smile at his noted dog having been vanquished under 
such terms, but the old-un was out of condition, and has beaten tho
